Once in three years a ta-k‘ao, or Great Examination, is held, 
after which the successful competitors are rewarded by marks of 
official distinction. 

Conspicuous merit entitles its possessors to the first step in 
the nine degrees of official rank. 

Advancing a step further, they are appointed to the dis- 
charge of official functions in connexion with some one of the 
Six Boards, or leading Departments in the Imperial Government. 

These duties being at first only nominal, and demanding but 
a small portion of their time, they are required to continue their 
studies at the College, as “resident graduates.” 

7 In addition to their ordinary studies, they are expected to 

perform the duties of Interpreters to the Tsungli Yamén; to 
translate, or aid in the translation of useful books; and to hold 
themselves in readiness to be sent abroad to fill posts in the 
newly-organized Diplomatic and Consular Services of their 
country.

All time arrangements are according to the Chinese Calendar. 

The work of the year is divided into two semesters. 

The first semester begins with the opening of official seals 
on the roth or 20th of the first moon, and closes at the season 
called shu-fuh (about the 20th of July). 

The second semester opens after a vacation of five weeks, 
on or about the 25th of August, and closes with the closing of 
official seals, on the 20th or 21st of the twelfth moon, being 
followed by a vacation of thirty days. 

A vacation of three days occurs in the fifth moon, and 
another of the same length in the eighth moon. 


Sundays are recognized as holidays for the foreign profes- 
sors only. | 
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Vil—Course of Study. 


—_- 


The full course, literary and scientific, extends over eight 
years; the first three being given exclusively to foreign lan- 
guages, and the remainder to the acquisition of scientific and 
general knowledge, through the medium of those languages. 

The foreign languages taught in the College are four—Eng- 
lish, French, German and Russian; each pursued in a separate 
school, and, for the most part, by distinct classes of students. 

Those who acquire a knowledge of English have the advan- 
tage of being able to employ it in all the subsequent stages 
of their curriculum, while students in the other departments 
must depend more or less on Chinese as a vehicle for scientific 
instruction, it not having been found practicable to institute 
parallel courses in several languages. 

After the completion of the general course, students, who 
are inclined to do so, may remain in the College, or be sent 
abroad at the option of the Government, for the pursuit of special 
studies, with a view to professional use. 

The curriculum is given only in outline, and modifications 
may be made from time to time, as the President and Professors 
may deem desirable. 

A separate course of five years is laid down in the Chinese 
text (but not here re-peinted), for the bemeSt of those who do net 
acquire any foreign language. 

Those who study foreign languages are expected, by 
suitable exercises, to keep up the knowledge of their own; and 
the younger students in the department of languages are re- 
quired to devote one half of each day to the study of Chinese.

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X.—Pay of Students. 


The College having for its object the training of men for 
special service, not only is the number of its students limited by 
the present wants of the service, but those who are admitted to 
its privileges are, with a few exceptions, in receipt of a Govern- 
ment stipend. 

During the first year, or a part of it, the student is on 
probation, and receives nothing beyond his food and lodging. 
At the end of this term he has an allowance of three taels per 
mensem. If the student does well this allowance is doubled in 
two or three years, and respectable proficiency entitles him, 
after a similar period, to be advanced to the higher rate of ten 
taels, equal to fourteen dollars, per mensem. 

Beyond this, the only prospect of obtaining increased pay in 
connexion with the College is by meriting promotion to a tutor- 
ship. On leaving the College, those sent to pursue their studies 
in foreign countries have an allowance of one hundred taels per 
month, which is raised to one hundred and fifty if they are 
placed on the footing of student interpreters, The next step is 
to the position of third-class interpreter, with a monthly salary 
of two hundred taels, From this they may advance to a first- 
clase interpretership, or aspire to higher positions in the home or 
foreign service of their country. | 
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XI—Preparation of Books. 


The preparation of books for the diffusion of scientific and 


general knowledge has been kept in view as a prominent object 
from the first establishment of the College. Several years ago a 
few works on scientific subjects were composed or translated by 
professors without the aid of students, but recently they have 
been more or less assisted by them, and in some instances the 
translation is executed entirely by the student, under the direction 
of a professor. :

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XV.—Historical Summary. 


The new basis on which the foreign relations of China were 
placed by the peace of 1860, led to the establishment of the 
Tsungli Yamén or Council for Foreign Affairs. The same 
influences led, in the following year, to the formation of a school 
for the training of interpreters, under the auspices of the Tsungli 
Yamén. This consisted of three departments, English, French 
and Russian, with ten students each. 

The English class was opened in June 1862, and the two 
others in the Spring of 1863. The Russian class has a history 
which runs back for more than a century—a school for the 
Russian language having been opened at that early date in 
consequence of the removal of the Albazins to Peking, and the 
establishment of a Russian Mission .The Tsungli Yamén in 1861 
memorialized the throne to transfer that school to the care of 
the Council for Foreign Affairs. 

The following extract from a memorial of Panrce Kune 
and his colleagues in the Council for Foreign Affairs, dated 
October 1861, will serve to throw light on the history of the 
Tungwenkwan in this stage of its existence:— 

“In the tenth year of Hienrune (1860), we had the honour to lay 
before the throne, a statement of new measures rendered necessary by 
the event of the late war. Among other things we stated that a know- - 
ledge of the character and institutions of foreign nations was indis- 
pensable to the conduct of intercourse. We accordingly requested Your 
Majesty to command the Viceroys and Governors at Canton and Shanghai 
to find out natives well acquainted with foreign letters, and to send 
them with a good supply of foreign books to the capital, with a view to 
the instruction of youth to be chosen from the Eight Banners. 


os 
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“The Viceroy of Canton reported that there was no man whom he 
‘could recommend, and the Governor of Kiangsu reported that though 
one candidate had presented himself, he was by no means deeply versed 
in the subject. 

“This explains the long delay in carrying the plan into execution. 

“Your Majesty’s servants are penetrated with the conviction that in 
order to know the state of the several nations (of the West) it is requisite 
first to understand their languages and letters. Indeed, this is the sole 
means to protect ourselves from becoming the victims of crafty imposi- 
tion. Now these nations, at large expense, employ natives of China to 
teach them our literature, and yet China has not a man who possesses 
a ripe knowledge of foreign languages and letters—a state of things 
quite incompatible with a thorough knowledge of those countries. 

“ As therefore no-native candidates were sent up from Canton and 
Shanghai, we have no resource but to seek among foreigners for suitable 


“Mr. Wape* of England has mentioned his countryman Mr. Burpon t

“ The languages of Russia and France ought also 00 be denned. We 


accordingly propose to open classes for the study of those languages, as 
soon as we can find men qualified to give instruction.” 

A postscript to this document submits a projet of regula- 
tions for the new institution; and it is worthy of note that each 
article begins by citing a precedent established in connexion 
with the old Russian school which was opened in the twenty- 
second year of KrenLune (1758). 

In 1865 it was resolved to raise the school for interpreters 
to the rank of a college by adding a scientific department and 
admitting students of high attainments in Chinese learning. 
With this object in view new buildings were erected, and Mr. 
Hart, the Inspector General of Customs, was instructed to 
engage the services of a competent corps of professors.

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The scope and motives of this undertaking are set forth in 
two memorials addressed to the throne by the Prince and his 


colleagues. 

In the first they say:— 

“In the first year of Toxccus (1861) this Yamén established the 
Tungwenkwan, and engaged professors to instruct youth chosen 
from the Eight Banners, in English, French and Russian. The school 
has now been in operation for nearly five years, and the students have 
made fair progress in the languages and letters of the West. Being, 
however, very young, and but imperfectly acquainted with the letters 
of their own country, their time is unavoidably divided between Chinese 
and foreign studies; it is therefore vain to hope for speedy results in 
any case, and should we require them in addition to take up astronomy 
and mathematics, we fear they would not succeed in acquiring more 
than a smattering of anything. 

“The machinery of the West, its steamers, its firearms, and its mili- 
tary tactics, all have their source in mathematical science. Now, at Shang- 
hai and elsewhere the building of steamers has been commenced, but we 
fear, if we are content with a superficial knowledge, and do not go to the 
root of the matter, that our efforts will not issue in solid success. 

“Your Majesty's servants have accordingly after mature deliberation 
to propose the establishment of an additional department, into which 
none shall be admitted but those who are over twenty years of age, 
having previously gained a degree in Chinese letters . . . .

What we desire is that our 
students shall go to the bottom of these subjects . .

this, and this only, will assure the steady growth of the power of the 
empire. As to securing the services of men of the West, we have con- 
sulted with Mr. rested agaaphicow I tev des epee tog

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In the second they say:— 

“The proposals contained in our former memorial having received 
the imperial assent on the fifth day of the eleventh month (December 
1865), we have now to-explain that in proposing these measures we have 
neither been actuated by a love of novelty, nor fascinated by the arts 
of the West; but influenced solely by the consideration that the attempt 
to introduce the arts without the science of the West would be likely to 
prove an abortive and useless expenditure of the public funds. Those 
who, without due reflection, criticise this proceeding, may object that it 
is not at present an affair of urgent necessity; that we are wrong in 
renouncing our own methods and following those of the West; or, finally, 
that it would be a deep disgrace for China to become the pupil of men 
of the West, ” 


After replying to these three objections, they cite, with 
special reference to the last, the example of the illustrious 
Emperor Kanani (1662-1723), “who admired the science of the 
West; enrolled men of the West among the Presidents of the 
Board of Astronomy, and entrusted them with the construction 
of the Calendar.” They add that, “not only do the nations of 
the West learn from each other, daily producing something new, 
but even Japan from the eastern ocean, has recently sent men 
to England to acquire the language and science of that country. 
Now when a small nation like Japan knows how to enter on a 
career of progress, what could be a greater disgrace than for 
China to adhere to her old traditions and never think of waking 
up.” 

In the sequel, besides sundry other regulations for carrying 
out the new enterprise, they propose that— 

“ Student-members of the Hanlin Academy, being distinguished for 
literary attainments, and but slightly burdened by official duties, shall 
be required to enter the Tungwenkwan, and prosecute the study of 
science, which it is certain they would find a matter of easy acquisition.” 
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This last proposition was defeated through the opposition 
of the Grand Secretary Wosin, Manchu President of the Academy, 
and tutor to His Majesty the Emperor. Other candidates, 
mostly of high literary grades, presented themselves, and in the 
summer of 1867 twenty-seven out of one hundred and sixty 
were selected for admission, as the result of a competitive ex- 
amination. In the autumn of the same year two of the professors 
in the Department of Languages were replaced by members of 
the new corps, the College as reorganized still retaining the 
name of Tungwenkwan. 

In the summer of 1869 a Mathematical class in Chinese 
wen Rearmed Ane gees Sone me eee Sen ae ee 
LAN, a native of Chekiang. 

In the autumn of the same year Dr. W. A. P. Martin was 
appointed President, taking the general oversight of the institu- 

Twenty students of the new levy had, in the meantime, 
been dismissed for unwillingness or inability to acquire foreign 
languages, and the-whele number was reduced to forty. 

In the next two years the number of students drawn from 
the Eight Banners of Peking, hitherto limited to thirty, was 
doubled, and at the same time students were summoned from 
the schools for foreign languages in Canton and Shanghai, while 
some were sent up from the provinces of the interior, and the 
whole number raised to one hundred, which is the present limit. 

In 1870 the Chemical Department went into operation, 
under the charge of Professor BILLEQUIN. 

In 1871 a chair of Medicine and Physiology was established, 
with Dr. J. Dupcgon, of Edinburgh, as the first incumbent. 

A German class was formed about the same time and placed 
under the charge of the Professor of Russian. 
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In 1877 the chair of Astronomy, which had never been 
- occupied, the professor appointed to it not having entered on the 
discharge of his duties, was filled by the appointment of Mark 
Harrinoton, A.M. of Michigan University, US.A, who was 
compelled by ill health to resign his post, after a brief tenure of 
only eight months. Since that time the work of the department 
has been carried on by Dr. H. Frirscue, of the Imperial Russian 
Observatory, as professor pro-tempore. 

S. Mareus Russert, M.A., of Queen’s College, Belfast, has 
recently received the appointment to this chair. 

In 1873 a Printing Office was attached to the College, com- 
modious buildings being erected for the purpose. Here seven 
presses and four fonts of movable type are actively employed in 
doing work which was formerly assigned to the Imperial Printing 
Office of the Wu-ying-tien, and in printing translations of foreign 
books made by professors and students of the College. 

In 1876 buildings were erected for a Chemical Laboratory 
and Museum, the objects in the latter consisting as yet chiefly 
of mineralogical specimens.

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XV.—Historical Summary. 


—_——_ +--+ - — 


The new basis on which the foreign relations of China were 
placed by the peace of 1860, led to the establishment of the 
Tsungli Yamén or Council for Foreign Affairs. The same 
influences led, in the following year, to the formation of a school 
for the training of interpreters, under the auspices of the Tsungli 
Yamén. This consisted of three departments, English, French 
and Russian, with ten students each. 

The English class was opened in June 1862, and the two 
others in the Spring of 1863. The Russian class has a history 
which runs back for more than a century—a school for the 
Russian language having been opened at that early date in 
consequence of the removal of the Albazins to Peking, and the 
establishment of a Russian Mission .The Tsungli Yamén in 1861 
memorialized the throne to transfer that school to the care of 
the Council for Foreign Affairs. 

The following extract from a memorial of Prince Kune 
and his colleagues in the Council for Foreign Affairs, dated 
October 1861, will serve to throw light on the history of the 
Tungwenkwan in this stage of its existence:— 

“In the tenth year of Hrenrune (1860), we had the honour to lay 
before the throne, a statement of new measures rendered necessary by 
the event of the late war. Ameng other things we stated that a know- 
ledge of the character and institutiong of foreign nations was indis- 
pensable to the conduct of intercourse. We accordingly requested Your 
Majesty to command the Viceroys and Governors at Canton and Shanghai 
to find out natives well acquainted with foreign letters, and to send 
them with a good supply of foreign books to the capital, with a view to 
the instruction of youth to be chosen from the Eight Banners. 
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“The Viceroy of Canton reported that there was no man whom he 
could recommend, and the Governor of Kiangsu reported that though 
one candidate had presented himself, he was by no means deeply versed 
in the subject. 

“This explains the long delay in carrying the plan into execution. 

“Your Majesty's servants are penetrated with the conviction that in 
order to know the state of the several nations (of-+the West) it is requisite 
first to understand their languages and letters. Indeed, this is the sole 
means to protect ourselves from becoming the victims of crafty imposi- 
tion. Now these nations, at large expense, employ natives of China to 
teach them our literature, and yet China has not a man who possesses 
a ripe knowledge of foreign languages and letters—a state of things 
quite incompatible with a thorough knowledge of those countries. 

“‘ As therefore no native candidates were sent up from Canton and 
Shanghai, we have no resource but to seek among foreigners for suitable 
men. 

“ Mr. Wape* of England has mentioned his countryman Mr. Burpon t 
as competent for the post of Professor of English . 

“ The languages of Russia and France ought also to be learned, We 


accordingly propose to open classes for the study of those languages, as 
soon as we can find men qualified to give instruction.” 


A postscript to this document submits a projet of regula- 
tions for the new institution; and it is worthy of note that each 
article begins by citing a precedent established in connexion 
with the old Russian school which was opened in the : eee 
second year of KrENLUNG (1758). 

In 1865 it was resolved to raise the school for interpreters 
to the rank of a college by adding a scientific department and 
admitting students of high attainments in Chinese learning. 
With this object in view new buildings were erected, and Mr. 
Hart, the Inspector General of Customs, was instructed to 
engage the services of a competent corps of professors.

The scope and motives of this undertaking are set forth in 
two memorials addressed to the throne by the Prince and his 


colleagues. 
In the first they say:— 


“In the first year of Tunecus (1861) this Yamén established the 
Tungwenkwan, and engaged professors, to instruct youth chosen 
from the Eight Banners, in English, French and Russian. The school 
has now been in operation for nearly five years, and the students have 
made fair progress in the languages and letters of the West. Being, 
however, very young, and but imperfectly acquainted with the letters 
of their own country, their time is unavoidably divided between Chinese 
and foreign studies; it is therefore vain to hope for speedy results in 
any case, and should we require them in addition to take up astronomy 
and mathematics, we fear they would not succeed in acquiring more 
than a smattering of anything. 

“The machinery of the West, its steamers, its firearms, and its mili- 
tary tactics, all have their source in mathematical science. Now, at Shang- 
hai and elsewhere the building of steamers has been commenced, but we 
fear, if we are content with a superficial knowledge, and do not go to the 
root of the matter, that our efforts will not issue in solid success. 

“Your Majesty’s servants have accordingly after mature deliberation 
to propose the establishment of an additional department, into which 
none shall be admitted but those who are over twenty years of age, 
having previously gained a degree in Chinese letters . 

“We also propose to invite professors from the West to tmatract ouch 
in astronomical and mathematical sciences. What we desire is that our 
students shall go to the bottom of these subjects . . 
for we are firmly convinced that if we are able to easter the eapuleitin 
of mathematical calculation, physical investigation, astronomical obser- 
vation, the construction of engines, the engineering of water-courses, 
this, and this only, will assure the steady growth of the power of the 
empire. As to securing the services of men of the West, we have con- 
sulted with Mr. Hart, the Inspector General of Maritime Customs, and 
empowered him to engage them on our behalf.” SF aetna le Mig ie 
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In the second they say :— 


“The proposals contained in our former memorial having received 
the imperial assent on the fifth day of the eleventh month (December 
1865), we have now to explain that in proposing these measures we have 
neither been actuated by a love of novelty, nor fascinated by the arts 
of the West; but influenced solely by the consideration that the attempt 
to introduce the arts without the science of the West would be likely to 
prove an abortive and useless expenditure of the public funds. Those 
who, without due reflection, criticise this proceeding, may object that it 
is not at present an affair of urgent necessity; that we are wrong in 
renouncing our own methods and following those of the West; or, finally, 
that it would be a deep disgrace for China to become the¥pupil of men

After replying to these three objections, they cite, with 
special reference to the last, the example of the illustrious 
Emperor Kanout (1662-1723), “who admired the science of the 
West; enrolled men of the West among the Presidents of the 
Board of Astronomy, and entrusted them with the construction 
of the Calendar.”
